The winter season, iiatnrally, is not tlie p«'rioil 
in which most persons nro likely to take moasurvs 
to prevent the brct'ding of tiios. In the summer, 
when the flies are thick, the wish will bo In <|iii ni- 
ly heniil tliat iircvoiitive i)r('caii1irfns liml Ihcm 
taken, lu the course ol" au iuspectiou, Jumiary 
7, by the 'sanitJry bureau of New York, in re- 
sponse to complaints rigardiag a heap of inanun-, 
dirt ainl rubbisli not Hir I'l'oni a piiliiii; school in a 
crowded district of llio city, a ruliuir startling 
state of affairs was revealed. The heap of mdnure 
was found partly covered with tar pafxT and rnli- 
.bish in wliicli, dcHpitc tlio eold weather prevail- 
ing — and there had been not long before a series of 
days with the temperature well dowp toward zero 
—flics were observed to ho actively hrcodiiifr. Tiie 
Bulletin remarks, ' Tiiis oniphusi/.os the iiuportunee 
of properly caring for horse manure throughout 
the year and teaches anew why the filthy fly is al- 
ways with lis." T'nlil ilcfiiiilo j)rocautions are 
taken during the winter to prevent the aooumiila- 
tion of heaps of fllth and pa^^cularly piles of 
horse manure, in exposed situations under condi- 
tions favorable for hri cdint?, tiic fiy will pniltnhly 
continue to be the uuisanee and the serious danger 
to health that it has alwayn been. But it must not 
be forgotten, .says the Journal of tli'' American 
Medic il Association, that whenever we arc ready 
to get rid of the lly nuisance, our boards of health 
can accomplish this purpose without enormous 
trouble, probably after the first year without nuicli 
additional expenditure in the budget, and with 
little annoyance to the public generally. When it 
is recalled how much the absence of this undesir- 
able i)ost Monld mean for children alone in our 
crowded city life, it should not be long before 
there is a general awakening to the necessity of 
taking the now well-recognized precautions dur- 
ing the Miiitci' tlmt will secure preat limitation, if 
not entire oliiiter.itiou of lly breeding. 



OFFICIAL DUTY. 

Making use of au ol'licial function to increase 
one's political power is the common practice, and 
yet it is a low and mean thing to do. And it is not 
only 80, but it will i>rove a poor reliance in the 
end. We have seen men step vip tliiough political 
trickery, only to tumble disastrously in a very 
short time. There is no plm e u here unscUishnt ss 
is demanded as in the piililic service, and yet ho^\' 
much is the denuind ignored 1 

It may be set down as a rule that where a per- 
son gets somelliing for notliing in i>olitics, it is 
only charged up against him for sonic future day. 
For a while he may seem a victor, but it will not 
be long before he is a victim. The past is strewn^ 
with these \ ietiins. The quest ion innsi alw .ix s lie 
asked, in contemplating n political movement or 
passing a special law — is this for me or for the 
people/ And it is "for me," even if tlie people 
share in it, in tlie end, it will i>rove a burden and a| 
regret. Don't think that seltishnes.s, trickery 
grabbing, win either in public or private life. If 
one looks back, even over a short life, he can see 
wrecks along the way of men whose public li^es 
were selfish and trickery. It is bound to be. There 
are no exceptions. Men who have been false to 
public trust may have fine monuments, l.nt th<re 
are no tears shed at their graves. — Ohio State 
Journal. 

BAILWAY ACCIDENTS IN 1914. 

Accident Bulletin 52 of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for the year ended June 30, 1914, 

shows that there was comparative iinproveineiit in 
the number of accidents on the steam railways of 
the United States during the year. The total num- 
ber of casualties for the year was 202.'J(;4, of which 
there were in,.']02 killed and l!)2.(l(;2 injured, a de- 
crease compared with the previous year of liG2 in 
thtf number killed and 7.C46 in the number injured.

But as to 
the adults of tomorrow— reared on advanced meth- 
ods and ignorant of the heavy hand of authorita- 
tive discipline who can say? 

One is well aware, from i)er80nal experience, that 
the most insufferable, selfish, ill-tempered child is 
one who has iieM i- kiio\\ii the menning of a spjink- 
ing. He is growing toward manhood without any 
respect for authority, and without any law except 
his own whimsical desires. He is a pest in in- 
fiiiK-y anil a niiisnnee in later childhood— what 
will ho be in manhood/ Lacking the training 
which instills respect of authority he may enter 
the serious Work of life considerably handicapped. 

ThiTc arc plenty of children who do not need 
spankings. The finidamental error is tlie assump- 
tion that no child can benefit by corporal punish- 
nit nl. .\ (liscriminatinK .jndsrincnl on the part of 
parents w<ndd be of high value, but unfortunately 
a parent is for or against spanking without regard 
to th<! merits or needs of the offspring. 

The modern idea is to allow the child to "de- 
velop its own individuality. ' A general view of 
children in inocess of this development is dis- 
heartening. One longs f(ir niuic old-fashioned a<l- 
\iee like that offcrcd by Mr. Talt.— Ohio State 
.lonrnal.
